Find Relics 
Of Rattle Here 


Several relics of the three- 
day battle at Gettysburg, July 
I, 2 and 3, 1863, were uncov­ 
ered by workmen excavating 
and grading the triangular 
plot, of ground at tile inter­ 
section of Stelnwehr avenue 
and Washington street, for 
the new gasoline service sta­ 
tion that will be constructed 
by the Citizens Oil company, 
of Gettysburg. 
More than 20-feet under­ 
ground where Un* large stor­ 
age tanks have been sunk 
workmen uncovered a large, 
rusted bayonet, approximately 
two feet long. 
Nearby was 
lialf of a horseshoe and a 
one-half cent piece, of tin* 
coinage of 1806. 
Tin* lettering on Ute coin 
had bien worn away but tin* 
numerals were exceptionally 
plain. 
The bayonet was identified 
as one used by troops which 
participated in the buttle here 
72 years ago.

I SAT at a luncheon table yesterday with friends, awaiting our order. In 
* the center of the table was a lovely spring flower—a single jonquil—and 
as I sat and looked at it the wonder and the beauty and mystery of it 
grew upon me. 
I looked at the electric light above—one of the greatest of all man’s 
inventions—and yet this small jonquil outweighed any invention or art of 
man. I said to myself that here was small-scale greatness—God great­ 
ness. And how such greatness scatters itself all about the earth! 
“The mind and eye measure differently,” once wrote Stevenson. The 
great Rockies in America, or the Alps in Europe, or some tiny waterfall 
near the place where you live may be looked upon in an entirely different 
manner by you than by anyone else. Each of us measures his own great­ 
ness or his own appreciation. We are privileged to be our own appraiser 
of wonder or beauty. 
Last summer I discovered a lovely new flower—-very tiny and waxlike 
—upon the border of the little lagoon where rests my small lodge. It was 
of such beautiful and exact design that I sought out a man who was a 
great lover of flowers to tell me its name, which he did. All about it were 
great pines and hemlocks—and yet that small creation excited in me more 
wonder and fascination than anything for days. Why was it created? 
Why so perfect in fragrance and design? 
We are forever wanting to be great in .some manner or other, or wish­ 
ing to bi' associated with the great—and yet greatness is ever about us— 
especially small-scale greatness. 
The path to my home door now is lined with my favorite flower—the 
pansy. Each pansy is a personality in itself. Each is an example of 
small-scale greatness. 
The poet Gray wrote one immortal poem—“Gray’s Elegy”—and yet, 
though it appears as something small in its scale, it is one of the best 
everlasting things ever written into rhyme. I examined a pamphlet con­ 
taining the address of the Hon. Edward Everett at the battle dedication of 
Gettysburg, recently. It was the first printing of this address. In half a 
page, near tho close of the pamphlet, was inserted the address of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. Above It was the line stating that the president made such 
an address. The long speech of Everett has long been forgotten—prob­ 
ably read but by a very few 
but that short, les.> than 300 word, address of 
Lincoln is known around the world. 
Small-scale greatness often becomes great-scale greatness! Nothing 
that is important is really small scale.

The statem ents of G rote, a typical 
farm er, m irror the opinion of ag ri­ 
culturists throughout Ohio. 
Rains Have Helped 
Heavy spring rains have flooded 
th e soil tillers w ith new enthusiasm . 
M ost of them are too busy to recall 
their disheartening experiences of 
the last three years. 
"These spring rains have given 
th e ground plenty of m oisture,” says 
G rote. 
‘Most of cur spring plough­ 
ing is done. 
T his is m uch earlier 
th an we have been able to finish in 
the last few years." 
Farm er G rote looks on la s t sum ­ 
m er's drought as a blessing in dis­ 
guise. 
"The hot, dry w eather last sum ­ 
m er sterilized the soil,” he says, "It 
gave it new life. 
W ith th e early 
rains, 
the ground 
now works 
up 
loose and nice and it doesn t require 
as much labor to cultivate it.
